Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  i960. 

Infectious  disease  ran  at  a  very  low  level  and  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  meningitis,  typhoid  fever  or  smallpox  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  was  only  67,  as  compared  with  421  last  year.  The  drop  in  numbers 
is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  usual  biennial  drop  in  the  number  of 
measles  cases,  there  only  being  12  cases  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  573  last  year. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria  continues,  but  it 
should  be  noted  that  although  a  total  of  7>66l  people  have  been 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  the  figures  for  diphtheria,  immunisation 
are  also  high.  Out  of  1,914  children  under  the  a^ge  of  five  in  the 
district,  1,478  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria, 

The  main  cause  of  death  was  again  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation,  although  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis 
actually  dropped  from  76  last  year  to  60  in  the  present  year.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  rose  to  12.  Once  again,  the  deaths 
were  all  in  males.  It  is  remarkable  that  in  the  past  throe  years  cancer 
of  the  lung  has  caused  the  death  of  28  males,  but  not  a  single  female  ho,s 
died  from  this  disease  during  the  same  period.  I  repeat  my  remarks  of 
last  year  regardin,^  the  connection  betv^een  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and 
the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  All  young  people  should  be  aware 
of  the  danger  involved  before  forming  the  smoking  ha.bit.  It  is  a  pity 
that  much  national  advertising  encourages  young  people  to  smoke, 
ignoring  the  fact  that  they  are  thereby  exposing  themselves  to  an 
additional  and  unnecessary  hazard. 

The  housing  position  c  ontinues  to  improve  as  the  Council  pursues 
its  slum  clearance  programme.  The  demolition  of  old,  damp  houses  continues 
and  the  tenants  are  being  re-housed  in  alternative  accommodation  of  a 
higher  standard.  Members  of  the  Council  continue  to  show  a  keen 
interest  in  housing  problems  and  always  support  any  public  health 
measures  for  improving  housing  in  the  district. 

The  closing  down  of  several  coal  mines  and  the  possibility  of 
further  closures  has  led  to  some  uncertainty  about  the  future  of  the 
area.  However,  the  plans  for  new  town  development  at  Cramlington  will 
bring  a  town  of  45  >000  people  into  the  area,  and  if  light  industries  are 
provided  at  the  same  time,  it  may  be  that  there  will  be  a  prosperous 
future  not  only  for  the  population  of  the  new  town,  but  also  a  guarantee 
of  alternative  employment  for  the  miners  who  may  become  redundant  in 
future , 


I  would  like  to  thank  Mr,  Simpson,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  all  members  of  the  Health  department  staff  for  their 
assistance  during  the  year,  and  I  would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and 
the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest 
and  encouragement.

From  1.4*1960  the  whole  of  the  Seaton  Valley  Area  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company. 
Drainago  and  Sewerage; 

Sewage  from  the  Earsdon,  Shiremoor  and  Backworth  districts  flov/s 
through  gravitational  sewers  in  the  Brier  Bene  to  the  sea.  Sewage 
from  Seghill,  Holywell,  Seaton  Belaval  and  the  southern  part  of 
Cramlington  is  delivered  into  the  Seaton  Burn  Valley  Joint  Sev^rerage 
Board’s  main  outfall  sewer  and  is  discharged  into  the  sea.  Sewage 
from  the  northern  part  of  Cramlington  and  East  Hartford  is  treated 
in  two  disposal  works,  one  at  Nelson  Village,  and  one  at  East  Hartford, 

The  effluents  from  the  two  works  are  unsatisfactory.  The 
County  Planning  Committee  now  envisage  a  possible  ultimate 
population  of  48,000  within  the  Cramlington  Comprehensive 
Bevelopment  Area,  and  the  Coimcil’s  consulting  engineers  have  been 
instructed  accordingly,  Brav/ings  for  submission  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  were  prepared,  but  follov^ing 
objections  to  the  site  chosen,  five  alternative  sites  were  considered. 
It  is  the  Council’s  wish  to  submit  proposals  to  deal  with  about 
one-third  of  the  proposed  development  as  soon  as  planning  permission 
has  been  received. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  construction  of  a  new  sewer 
to  drain  development  in  the  southern  part  of  Seaton  Belaval,  This 
will  discharge  into  the  Seaton  Burn  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board’s 
main  outfall  sewer.

It  will  be  readily 
obseiared  that  the  intensities  of  both  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
pollution  vary  in  general  with  the  seasonal  climatic  changes.
